Sees Nazi Defeat 


Thyssen, German Exile 


Says Country Has 


No Reserve 


NEW YORK—Encouraging news for 


the Allies came Tuesday from Fritz 
Thyssen, exiled German steel baron, 
who predicts in a statement radioed to 
The American Magazine that eventual- 
ly Germany is bound to lose. 


Despite Hitler's astounding military 


victories, this industrialist believes the 
tide will turn because Germany, de- 
spite all the signs to the contrary, 
was not adequately prepared to begin 
with. 


Thyssen, the millionaire who was 


duped into financing Hitler's rise to 
power, then forced to flee the coun- 
try when he vigorously opposed what 
he considered to be an "unjustified" 
war, 
had warned Goering that Ger- 


many was not ready to fight, but his 
advice was ignored. 


"Never was a war so recklessly start- 


ed and with less industrial prepara- 
tion," he says. 


The sjeel baron, who gave -money 


to the Nazis because he feared the 
spread of Communism, now regards 
Hitler as the forerunner of Cominu 
nism. 


"Unless there is a check to the pow- 


ers of a single individual you not 
only have dictatorship, but ill-ad 
vised action and inefficiency," Thys- 
sen says "Hitler did not consult his 
ministers for the Reichstag about go- 
ing to war. Therefore he blundered. 
He did not tolerate the best brains in 
industry and the economic life of the 
country. Therefore he has gone to 
extremes in the social system which 
is leading to Bolshevism." 


The German steel baron warned 


American indusrtialists that dictator- 
ship is not the way to solve their many 
problems: 


"I have no sympathy with certain 


capitalists who think they can go back 
to the day of laissez faire, of indus- 
trial exploitation without regard to 
the welfare of the people," he says. 
"That age is gone forever. The state 
must intervene when men think only 
of their own profits. 


"But too much interference by the 


state means interference by men ig- 
norant of economic life. It means dis- 
tatorship and the playing into the 
hands of vicious or ignorant men or 
extremists. 
Americans, thinking of 


their own economic and industrial 
problems, should pause before rush- 
ing to planned economy.' A single 
man or a few men or a government, 
ruling by decree, will lead nations and 
people and the world to disaster."

With the German Army—(XI5)—Stand- 


ing in Calais, the German-occupied 
French port, just 22 miles across the 
channel from England, I saw Tuesday 
a long range cannon which German 
officers told me can shoot into Lon- 
don.

Leopold sat on the 
floor of the Senate, raptly looking at 
his father. 


When he returned to Belgium, Leo- 


pold became a student at the Uni- 
versity of Ghent. Later, to fit him- 
self for the kingship some day, he 
traveled around the world and for six 
months studied colonial administrat- 
ion in" his country's Africian colony 
of the Congo. 


In-1926'he-married the woman of 


his choice, the beautiful 
Princess 


Astrid of the Swedish royal family. 
There were two children, Josephine, 
born in 1927, and Prince Eaudouin, 
born in 1930. Life seemed to smile 
upon the young heir. 


Then in February, 1934, while on 


a holiday in Switzerland, he was 
called to the telephone at 4 in ths 
morning and greeted by the premier 
as king. His father had been killed 
while mountaineering near Namur. 


Leopold returned to be crowned as 


king and another domestic joy came 
to him, his second son Albert being 
born in June, 1934. But fate had an- 
other hard blow for him. In Au- 
gust, 1935, once more he went on 
holiday to Switzerland. He was driv- 
ing with his queen near Lucerne. 
They bent to study a road map, the 
car skidded and Queen Astrid was 
killed instantly. 


The tragedy aged Leopold. It al- 


most killed him. He was heartbroken. 
For years he was not known to smile. 
His face was a mask of sadness. He 
threw himself more than before into 
the education of his children and into 
the government of his country. 


When Hitler marched his troops in 


to the Rhineland, in defiance of the 
Versailles Treaty, King Leopold sens- 
ed the danger. 


He at once declared that Belgium 


was allied with no country anil se- 
sumed its complete independence and 
neutrality. 


But this did not save his little land. 


Once more the Germans have over- 
run it.
